PUBLIC LOSES ITS CONTROL 
The citizens of this nation, and 
probably of several other world 
powers, have lost their potential 
ability to decide their own fate. 
Without knowledge of the facts no 
man can make an intelligent deci­ 
sion, and the American public lacks 
the facts needed to determine the 
policies which should be followed 
in several spheres. 
It is impossible for the average 
citizen to decide what official is 
correct concerning our foreign pol­ 
icy. How can you possibly know to 
what degree we should hold our 
ground without knowing how our 
weaponry compares with our poten­ 
tial enemy’s? 
Our lives are in the hands of our 
leaders who seem unable to agree 
how they are to be determined. They 
fail to agree on how we compare with 
the Russians, how to solve our eco­ 
nomic problems, howto improve our 
educational system, whom we should 
help and how on foreign levels, and 
where we should stand firm and 
where we should give a bit. 
The election of such leaders has 
developed into a popularity contest, 
much of which hinges on television 
appearances and the colorful back­ 
ground which our big press can build 
up around a personality. We know 
little of their true talents and abili­ 
ties because in our darkness of mind 
we lack the knowledge with which we 
can measure them, 
r 
Democracy under such a system 
becomes a guessing game. Millions 
of Americans wait until election is 
close by, even as close as the walk to 
the polls, and then toss a mental coin. 
Or they listen to the political taxi 
operator’s 
pitch, 
or the 
wa r d 
heeler’s curb-stone whisper. 
This in the age of scientific prog­ 
ress which has taken man far beyond 
his depth, A few of us know so much 
in specialized lines that most of us 
do not know what to do with it. 
It is difficult under these circum­ 
stances to bring the facts to the level 
of die individual and to expect him to 
reach an intelligent decision. The 
true source of information that could 
be of real value has its data tagged 
' ‘confidential” , and journalism must 
be content to interpret the state­ 
ments of officials and to lean on the 
scrounging of Washington column­ 
ists who offer you any slant you pre­ 
fer, with the result that most readers 
follow only those writers who pro­ 
vide the pitch contiguous to their 
preconception. 


ers. And the little communities can­ 
not meet the demands of such an 
international conflict when it reach­ 
es into the little red school house 
and suddenly makes it antique. 
But despite these many lacks our 
popularity champion, who serves as 
our President, fights for a balanced 
budget above all else. 
If we are in such danger and if our 
lacks are so obvious why are we not 
acting as we would in time of war? 
Why do we not have a crash pro­ 
gram which will carry the fight to 
the public and bring us abreast and 
well ahead of those with whom we 
have conflict? 
Either we are not being told the 
whole truth, or if what we hear is 
the actual fact we are not being 
asked to go all out to rectify our 
weaknesses. In time of war we do 
not worry about budgets. If our life 
as a nation now depends on what we 
spend on weapons, education, and 
foreign aid, why aren’t we forgetting 
our peaceful pleasures and putting 
our situation in order? 
Why unlimited billions to win a 
war after it is started, but an un­ 
willingness to prevent it by winning 
the cold one and making the hot one 
impossible?

Democracy isn’t being asked to 
work. And democracy may lose with­ 
out a real try. 
And the reason is that the right 
to know has not been fully prac­ 
ticed, either by those who should 
be informed nor by those whose 
duty it is to inform them. 
Through its ignorance and lethar­ 
gy the public in the leading example 
of democracy now operating on this 
earth has lost control of its own fu­ 
ture.

This is possible with aluminum 
motors. They solve the real problem 
with which many families are con­ 
cerned . . . cost of operation. And 
at the same time leave that family 
with the space it requires. 
The first aluminum motor prob­ 
ably will be seen in a GM truck. 
The makers of the Rambler are 
making a V-4 which may be ready 
for use very soon. Chevrolet has 
oeen much in the auto news for over 
a year concerning an expected rear 
motor model, with aluminum involv­ 
ed. 
The importation of foreign makes 
by all American producers hasbeen 
no more than a stop-gap. Because 
of die nature of our production 
methods there has not been time to 
get a small model into production. 
The foreign makes in the show 
rooms of domestic car dealers have 
helped them compete during the 
interim and also have served as a 
cushion during a period when some 
skeptics suspected that the demand 
for the puddle-jumpers might wear 
itself out. 
It hasn’t and our manufacturers 
must come up with answers. Ford 
has taken the lead among the Big 
Three, but has done it in expensive 
fashion and not with the kind of 
economy which is expected of truly 
small cars. The Thunderbird has 
been modified to qualify as a pas­ 
senger car, but it doesn t fit the 
budget of the small income family. 
Rambler and Studebaker have 
paved the way and have proved the 
point. Their small models are sell­ 
ing in large lots and have a pro­ 
duction figure which means profit 
in the high-cost American shop 
that loses money even when hun­ 
dreds of thousands are sold. 
Ramblers are being made at the 
rate of 8,400 a week, and to date 
they number 68,229 models in 1959 
as compared with 32,273 in the same 
period of 1958. 
Studebakers are rolling out at a 
weekly 4,300. A year ago they were 
making 48 a week. The compara­ 
tive figures for the total made to 
date show 33,745 in 1959 to 4,433 
in 1958. 
However, some of this no doubt 
is due to better conditions, in the 
car market at least. Most have 
made more models than they had at 
the same point last year. One major 
exception is Plymouth which is a 
third under 1958, but Chrysler lines 
have been plagued by strikes in re­ 
lated fields, such as plate glass and 
the figure is not a true measure.

ALUMINUM ADVANTAGE 
Few realize the effect aluminum 
can have on our car industry, de­ 
spite the obvious weight differential. 
The amount of horsepower which 
can be developed per pound of car 
is the major difference that will 
mean big economy without loss of 
space and with the power Americans 
demand. Take 400 pounds off a 
motor, as would be the case with 
an aluminum job, and your hill- 
climbing pull goes away up and your 
gas bill tumbles away down. 
The smaller motor also will revo­ 
lutionize styling. This may not hap­ 
pen with the first models out, but 
there is bound to be a major differ­ 
ence even at the least. Place a motor 
in die rear and you eliminate humps 
in the floor and many other incon­ 
veniences. The body designer has 
free rein. 
We are not predicting that the 
very first American small models 
will have aluminum motors, but we 
do say they are very much in our 
immediate future, and when you 
say “ immediate” 
in 
American 
motor circles you often are talking 
about the plans now on the drawing 
board which may be seen in rolling 
stock in 1961 or late 1960. 
But it will not surprise us to see 
that GM truck on the road before 
this year is over and others may 
rush it a bit. If those production 
figures we mentioned a few lines 
back do not continue to hold up, as 
some suspect they won’t, all manu­ 
facturers may reach for the moon 
before fall. 
The American car maker has 
waited to make sure of his market. 
He wanted to avoid a fad. and he 


wanted to see a means of building 
small ones without shrinking his 
other sales. He thinks he now sees 
it. It is estimated that sixty per 
cent of those who buy small foreign 
cars are members of two-car fami­ 
lies. That is the answer. 
Executives, managers, and pro­ 
fessional people (or those in that 
income classification) buy 73 per 
cent of all new domestic cars, and 
75 per cent of the new small cars. 
This is important because it en­ 
courages Detroit tq act.

The reason being that it can 
make such cars at the prices De­ 
troit demands. It costs about as 
much to make a small car as it 
does a big one. Though the new 
small models may cost less to 
drive, they will not be priced much 
under $2,000 without extras. Foreign 
cars still will undersell us on the 
floor by $500. You will have to 
choose between foreign glamor and 
American roominess and driving 
advantages, such as power steering, 
automatic shifting, and many others.

ALSO ELECTRICS 
You also can expect a rash of 
electric cars within a year. But 
they probably will not be available 
for general purchase. The first 
operators will be employes of elec­ 
tric companies, who for obvious 
reasons want you refueling your 
car on the house current every 
night. If the electric producers can 
get juice flowing during those quiet 
night hours they will fatten the 
kilowatt hour out-put. 
Many of the bugs which stood in 
the way of electric cars are being 
eliminated. The leaders 
in this 
experimental field now have a pair 
of small motors which can be mount­ 


ed directly over the rear axle. 
A small drive shaft leading directly 
to the differential makes a compact 
car very possible. 
The test model will do about 55 
miles an hour and can be driven 
eighty miles with about 18 cents 
worth of electricity. It then needs 
recharging. If it stalls at this point 
you can rest the batteries for five 
minutes and they will recharge suf­ 
ficiently to get you five miles. 
Obviously this is a limited town 
model in which you might drive to 
work, to town, or to the club. Anc 
it could be used for businessmen, 
such as electric company employes, 
who do no more than cruise around 
town. 
During the night you plug into 
the house current and the batteries 
are recharged. They are under the 
seats and are composed of separate 
cells which can be replaced if they 
go bad. 
Tile test model looks like a small 
foreign sports car. Many improve­ 
ments will result as changes and 
refinements are made, including 
greater mileage, more speed, and 
other advantages which will com­ 
pete with the gasoline engines.

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the feudal domains—sufficient unto 
itself, each man doing his job in 
return for which was the absolute 
security of bed and board and com­ 
panionship. Today, they're in hotels 
and m otorcars--like the rest of us. 
A great step backwards into the 
present.

Why do they do it? I think danger 
has its own lure. Ask a circus man 
what is the most dangerous act, not 
only in this circus but in any of 
them and he will tell you it is the 
high wire act of Al Alanza. He walks 
up the wire on his toes doing his act 
without guy wires or net (except in 
New York where a net is required by 
law), and then skips rope. A com­ 
pact, little Englishman who seems 
to be one solid muscle, he worked 
for years on a low wire. The dif­ 
ference between the low and the 
high - same wire, same everything- 
is fear and that is a tremendous 
difference in itself. "The day I 
moved the wire to thirty feet, I was 
terrified. It is a different psychology 
altogether when you are on the high 
wire and your muscles behave dif­ 
ferently.” It’s a wow of an act built 
of his f e a r and the f e a r of an 
.audience. 
Wauhilla La Hay, the Indian maid­ 
en down here fronting for Kenyon 
and Eckhardt, will never miss it. 
Wherever she is, when Al Alanza 
is introduced, she dashes to the 
arena 
muttering: “ I can’t miss 
Alanza.” But once he leaves the 
ground, she buries her head in her 
arm s and refuses to look up during 
his hazardous maneuvering on that 
wire. It’s a strange, strange attrac­ 
tion both for perform er and audi­ 
ence, a communion of fear, not 
much different from the lure that 
brings the crowds to the bullfights 
in Spain. 
The word psychology takes quite 
a kicking around in a circus. I had 
a chat with Otto Grieving, the sad­ 
faced clown, a veteran of forty-six 
years of circus life: "I fight the au­ 
dience. I don’t want laughs. When 
they laugh, I get angry and the 
angrier I get the more they laugh. 
It’s the psychology of the thing.” 
* * * 
Griebling is an adult clown, whose 
stuff is aimed mostly at grownups. 
"I do a little fine stuff,” he’ll tell 
you in his German accent, using 
the word fine in the sense of finely- 
spun or small-grained. "You know 
with expressions. I go pretty deep 
with clowning.” 
"We miss the big tent,” Jeanne 
Ferroni, the small chunky trapeze 
artist told me. Jeanne’s been with 
the circus since babyhood and she’s 
known no other life. "My mother 
was a flyer. My father was a catch­ 
er. My aunt was a leaper. I never 
thought of being in the act, though. 
I was scared to death. Then one day 
I looked up and I don’t know what 
happened. Next thing I knew I was 
a flyer too.” 
She and her Spanish husband, 
also with the circus, now travel 
from spot to spot in a trailer with 
their children, a little girl and boy. 
(The girl already likes to swing on 
bars.) 
"Until we got the trailer we lived 
in motels. Most of them do. It’s 
not like the old days when we lived 
under the big top. Then you got to 
know everyone. Everyone was al­ 
ways practicing and you go to know 
people. People don’t get to know one 
another like the old days. We don’t 
even get acquainted with the per­ 
formers from Europe any more. I 
sure miss the big tent.” 
An hour of the new circus will be 
seen on television Monday, March 
9 (7:30 to 8:30 p.m.) on ABC-TV.

For a couple seeking to adopt a 
son or daughter, the advantages of 
doing so through the Family Service 
and Children’s Aid Society are nu­ 
merous. A g e n c y service offers them 
protection and security that cannot 
be 
found elsewhere 
in 
Warren 
County. 
Legal security is assured when 
a mother voluntarily relinquishes 
her child to the agency which has 
the power to consent to the adop­ 
tion. The tragedy of a beloved child 
being reclaimed before the adoption 
hearing by natural parents can be 
avoided. Peace of mind is guaranteed 
to adoptive parents by Family Serv­ 
ice and Children’s A id Society which 
is the only agency in Warren County 
approved by the State Department of 
Welfare to place children for adop­ 
tion. 
The adoptive parents can be se­ 
cure in the knowledge that the child 
has no mental or physical defects 
unknown to them. The child has 


I been observed by a trained psy­ 
chologist, a recognized pediatrician 
and an experienced foster mother. 
Together with the caseworker, this 
experienced team can also gauge 
the kind of home and parents to 
which the child will best adjust. 


The adoptive parents can feel 
secure that the child is legally 
theirs, that he has no physical or 
mental shortcomings of which they 
are not aware, and that they have 
been given a child, who will, in all 
probability, be happy in the environ­ 
ment they are providing. 
Many adoptive parents express 


mother has had help with a plan 
from the agency, so that their happi­ 
ness has not been secured at the 
expense of another’s. There is great 
advantage in the fact that they can 
turn to the agency for advice for 
any problems that may arise during 
the course of the adoption. 


Prospective parents should be 
healthy and emotionally stable. They 
should 
h a v e references from a 
doctor and a clergyman and should 
have some religious affiliation. The 
mother must not be more than thirty- 
five years older and the father not 
more than thirty-eight years older 
than the child which they wish to 
adopt. The only financial require­ 
ment is that the child will be ade­ 
quately cared for, fed and clothed. 


Although the agency must have 
these certain standards foradoptive 
parents, all applicants are carefully 
considered as individuals. Of prime 
importance to the agency is a happy 
m arriage and home, and the assu r­ 
ance that the desire for a child is 
motivated by unselfish love. 


Adoptive 
p a r e n t s in Warren 
County who want a child to love can 
be assured that, at the Family Serv­ 
ice and Children’s Aid Society, they 
will find trained personnel who have 
resources and specialized knowl­ 
edge to help them.
